Al  is  an  excep- 
tionally strong  and  game  veteran  of  sev- 
eral big  time  tournaments,  and  was  many 
times  Far  Western  and  P.  A.  A.  champ, 
and  fourth  ranking  National  in  1944. 
Due  to  an  injured  back,  Al  was  unable 
to  compete  in  the  recent  Far  Westerns, 
but  is  rounding  back  to  top  shape,  and 
promises  to  give  his  all.  Al's  favorite 
hold  is  the  double  wing  lock. 

Bill  Quayle,  191  lbs.  The  Commis- 
sioner can  really  wrestle,  and  is  the  cur- 
rent Far  Western  and  P.  A.  A.  champ. 
Bill  is  fast  gaining  the  reputation  of  being 
the  most  versatile  iron  man  in  the  Club 
(wrestling,  water  polo,  diving,  handball 
and  golf).  Bill  is  fast,  game,  and  re- 
sourceful, and  when  he  gains  a  top  posi- 
tion on  the  mat,  his  opponent  remains 
completely  subdued.  On  defense,  no  pre- 
dicament is  hopeless.  Bill  uses  more  es- 
cape stunts  than  Houdini.  He  has  never 
lost  a  fall  in  competition,  and  his  very 
few  losses  were  by  close  decisions. 

Frank  Miller,  Jr.,  175  lbs.  Frankie 
is  now  the  holder  of  the  Far  Western, 
P.  A.  A.  and  Junior  National  diadems, 
and  in  1945  was  runner-up  in  the  Na- 
tionals. He  is  an  experienced,  strong, 
and  relentless  wrestler,  as  well  as  a  first 
class  handballer. 

Dr.  Allen  M.  Northrup,  165  lbs.  The 
Doctor  is  current  P.  A.  A.  and  Far  West- 
ern titlist,  and  was  the  National  A.  A.  U. 
champ  in  1943  and  1945  in  the  165-pound 
class  and  in  the  175-pound  class  for  1944. 
He  is  truly  the  wrestler  of  more  than 
1,000  holds  and  escapes  (believe  it  or 
not) .  Dr.  Northrup  is  a  veterinarian,  and 
is  also  familiar  with  the  human  anatomy. 
Undoubtedly,  his  knowledge  of  the  hu- 
man anatomy  is  very  gainfully  employed 
in  wrestling. 

Other  Olympians  who  may  turn  in  out- 


standing performances  in  the  tournament 
are  described  hereafter :  Vern  Nell,  145 
lbs.,  is  a  stellar  performer  who  gained  his 
earlier  experience  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M., 
an  institution  long  famous  for  its  out- 
standing wrestlers.  Bill  Houghton,  165 
lbs.,  is  in  the  Navy,  Junior  National 
Champion  in  1946,  and  now  displaying 
plenty  of  ability.  Earl  Popovich,  191 
lbs.,  started  wrestling  only  two  years  ago, 
but  is  amazing  the  boys  with  his  rapid 
progress  and  prowess.  Ray  Crivello, 
heavyweight,  a  former  champ  in  the  175- 
pound  class,  has  put  on  weight  (in  the 
right  places) ,  and  is  using  it  to  great  ad- 
vantage. Eddie  Thall,  145  lbs.,  a  very 
capable  veteran,  not  only  in  wrestling,  but 
in  the  Air  Corps  during  the  war.  Enrico 
D'Agostine,  128  lbs.,  is  an  experienced 
grappler,  who  successfully  represented 
The  Olympic  Club  many  times  before  the 
war.  Bill  Kirsch,  165  lbs.,  a  former 
Stanford  footballer,  is  now  a  proficient, 
experienced  wrestler.  Fred  Kildall,  155 
lbs.,  has  a  terrific  pair  of  arms  as  a  result 
of  hewing  trees  in  the  Northwest.  His 
perseverance  and  hand  work  at  wrestling

Women's  City  Golf  Championship,

Fourteen  Lakeside  women  participated 
in  this  tournament.  Qualifying  day  the 
inclement  weather  sent  scores  skyward, 
but  Dorothy  Traung  medalled  a  79 — won 
the  low  gross — and  incidentally  a  dandy 
little  pocket  radio. 

The  finals  were  played  in  a  drizzle,  and 
throughout  the  championship  match  of 
36  holes  fine  golf  was  displayed  by  both 
Dot  Traung,  winner,  and  Ellen  Kieser, 
runner-up. 

Many  Lakeside  women  "buddies"  gal- 
leried  this  very  exciting  match,  which 
see-sawed  back  and  forth.  Since  our  af- 
fections were  so  strong  for  both  of  these 
girls,  we  suffered  for  unlucky  ones  and 
were  gleeful  for  recoveries  and  the  many 
other  fine  shots.  Believe  the  entire  gallery 
voted  this  one  of  the  best  exhibitions,

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\  When  robin  red  breast  is  seen  hopping 
around  the  garden,  that's  a  sure  sign 
spring  is  just  around  the  corner.  At  least 
that's  what  the  general  public  for  many 
decades  has  assumed  to  be  the  real  har- 
binger of  spring  and  that  King  Frost  has 
crawled  back  into  his  igloo  to  recuperate 
from  a  long  season  of  icy  winds  and  snow. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Harvey  Crane, 
for  many  years  Handball  Commissioner 
of  The  Olympic  Club,  in  tendering  his 
resignation  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 
gave  increased  pressure  of  business  as  the 
reason,  we  must  assume  that  the  auto- 
motive industry  once  more  is  emerging 
from  its  wartime  lethargy  and  is  emu- 
lating the  robin  in  one  respect,  namely, 
that  production  rapidly  is  reaching  nor- 
mal peacetime  proportions  and  that 
spring  sales  are  causing  the  manufactur- 
ers and  distributors  of  automobiles  and 
trucks  to  function  on  all  cylinders.  That's 
why,  according  to  a  statement  issued  by 
Crane,  he  has  been  forced  to  hand  over 
the  reins  of  handball  commissioner  to 
Frank  Knill,  newly  elected  to  the  post  va- 
cated by  him.  He'll  be  too  busy  to  give 
handball  the  time  necessary  to  properly 
handle  the  job. 

In  passing  out  the  orchids — a  la  Walter 
Winchell — for  a  job  well  done,  we  are 
sure  that  Harvey  Crane  deserves  to  have 
one  of  the  purple-fringed  flowers  pinned 
on  him.  In  accepting  his  resignation, 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  paid 
the  retiring  commissioner  the  highest 
possible  compliment,  commending  him 
for  his  efficiency  and  businesslike  admin- 
istration. 

During  the  period  that  Crane  served 
as  handball  commissioner  he  had  the  sat- 
isfaction of  developing  many  outstanding 
players  who  often  carried  the  Winged  0 
emblem  in  both  singles  and  doubles 
matches  to  victory  in  national  and  sec- 
tional championship  tournaments. 

Crane  took  over  the  job  in  October, 
1939,  and  was  appointed  vice-chairman 
of  the  Athletic  Committee  in  1945.  (By 
the  way,  Harvey  also  resigned  this  latter 
post,  due  to  increased  business  pressure.) 

Under  the  tutorage  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Har- 
rison, Crane  developed  into  a  nifty  hand- 


ball player  and  since  1932  has  steadily 
shown  improved  skill,  having  won  each 
class  from  third  on  up  in  singles  and 
doubles.  Al  Barsen  was  his  partner  in 
third  class  doubles,  while  Bob  McGuire 
was  his  partner  in  first  class  doubles.  He 
captured  the  second  class  singles  and  with 
Bob  Lenert  as  a  partner  he  won  the  inter- 
mediate class  doubles,  and  then  copped 
the  championship  class  doubles  with  Roy 
Leu. 

During  his  reign  as  handball  commis- 
sioner Crane  conducted  three  National 
Senior  A.  A.  U.  handball  champion- 
ships for  The  Olympic  Club  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, 1942,  1943  and  1946. 

Stepping  into  the  place  made  vacant  by 
Crane's  resignation  is  another  popular 
Olympian  and  a  capable  court  man.  It 
now  will  be  a  case  of  "Let  George  Do  It." 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  Knill  has  been 
traveling  under  the  name  of  Frank  for 
lo,  these  many  moons,  and  many  of  his 


closest  friends  don't  know  him  as  George. 
But,  nevertheless,  when  he  was  a  little 
shaver  they  sprinkled  baptismal  water  on 
his  bare  head  and  christened  him  George 
Frank  Knill.  Since  then  he  has  seen  serv- 
ice in  World  War  I  and  for  over  20  years 
has  been  a  member  of  The  Olympic  Club. 

Having  batted  the  rubber  ball  around 
handball  courts  for  35  years,  it  can  be 
seen  that  Knill  is  not  a  novice  at  the  game. 
He  picked  up  the  angles  of  the  walls  on 
the  courts  of  Sacred  Heart  College  at  Fell 
and  Fillmore  Streets,  and  has  been  an 
ardent  fan  and  participant  of  the  sport 
ever  since.  He  keeps  in  condition  by  play- 
ing at  least  three  times  weekly. 

In  fact,  the  newly  appointed  handball 
commissioner  was  just  nosed  out  of  the 
championship  title  in  the  recent  Club 
championship  singles  tournament,  when 
Roy  Leu  defeated  him.

►  Well,  sir,  it  has  happened  again,  just  as 
we  said  it  would.  Ye  Olde  Spinning 
Wheel  started  a-spinning  and  a-whirling 
on  March  1  and  the  paddlers  of  the  Flying 
Fish,  Fighting  Irish,  River  Rats  and  Seals 
are  off  once  again.  This  time  on  a  jaunt 
to  Catalina  Island,  and  back,  of  course. 

Hundreds  of  Olympians  are  on  their 
way,  heading  south  down  the  Coast,  using 
every  stroke  hi  the  book  except  one  foot 
on  the  bottom.  However,  they  are  only 
considered  the  vanguard,  as  new  swim- 
mers start  each  day  on  this  long  watery 
trip.  So  you  see  we  can  expect  most  any- 
thing short  of  a  tidal  wave,  as  these  swim- 
mers in  ever-increasing  numbers,  battling 
with  each  other  for  position,  come  charg- 
ing down  the  stretch  in  December. 

It  is  early  in  the  race  and  the  Captains 
as  well  as  the  members  of  their  teams 
want  the  membership  to  respond  whole- 
heartedly and  sign  up  with  one  of  the  four 
teams.  It  is  fun  and  of  great  physical 
benefit  to  each  participant.  Entrants  are 
asked  to  swim  whatever  number  of 
lengths  they  are  capable  of  swimming, 
but  each  day  the  lengths  swum  must  be 
recorded  in  the  book.  Instructions  are 
posted  on  the  wall  for  your  benefit,  so 
give  it  a  try.  We  know  you  will  become 
a  regular  swimmer  and  a  sea  lion. 

This  column  is  indebted  to  George 
Schroth,  our  excellent  swimming  coach 
and  originator  of  the  present  system  used 
in  connection  with  the  Spin  and  Swim 
race,  for  data  as  to  how  the  contest  first 
was  started. 

The  original  Spin  and  Swim  contest 
originated  in  The  Olympic  Club  in  1922 
under  Swimming  Coach  Tom  Whitaker. 
This  contest  called  for  swimming  ability 
above  normal,  as  it  embodied  treading 
water,  swimming  one  mile  without  stop- 
ping, carrying  a  person  with  cross-chest 
carry  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  retrieving  a 
10-pound  object  from  the  bottom  of  the 
pool,  breaststroke,  backstroke  and  side 
stroke  swimming.  The  highest  number  of 
entrants  ever  recorded  in  this  type  of  con- 
test totaled  87. 

In  1936  the  present  system  of  straight 
swimming  was  started  by  Swimming 
Coach  George  Schroth.  The  object  was  to 


get  members  interested  in  using  the  pool 
by  making  it  as  simple  as  possible  and  yet 
maintain  a  contest.  At  this  time  the  mem- 
bers spun  their  own  numbers.  Numbers 
were  from  2  to  14.  This  system  was  used 
for  five  years.  The  system  of  each  mem- 
ber spinning  his  own  number  was 
changed  by  having  the  night  manager 
spin  the  wheel  and  hanging  up  the  num- 
ber on  the  wall.  This  is  the  system  noAv 
in  vogue. 

A  year  later  it  was  voted  that  all  odd 
numbers  be  removed  from  the  wheel.  This 
eliminated  3-5-7-9-11-13.  One  year  later 
ihe  number  2's  were  eliminated,  making 
4  the  lowest  numeral.  This  year  the  4 
and  14's  were  eliminated,  making  the 
number  6  the  lowest  and  12  the  highest 
The  largest  number  of  swimmers  ever  to 
compete  in  the  contest  stands  at  365. 
During  the  past  years  the  attendance  at 
the  annual  banquet  has  increased,  but 
George  remembers  one  year  when  only 
nineteen  were  present. 

Friday  evening.  March  14,  the  peren- 


nial relay  race  was  won  by  the  Fighting 
Irish  team,  captained  by  Preston  Wand. 
The  team  was  composed  of  the  following 
swimmers:  V.  C.  Harris,  Ed.  Sweeney, 
Frank  Pilling,  Ray  Morgan  and  Preston 
Wand.  The  other  teams  finished  as  fol- 
lows: Ferguson's  Seals,  second;  River's 
River  Rats,  third:  Anderson's  Flying 
Fish,  fourth. 

It  is  difficult  to  pick  the  outstanding 
swimmer  in  this  race.  The  fellows  all  de- 
serve praise  and  credit  for  participating 
in  this  event.  It  was  one  of  the  high- 
lights of  a  very  interesting  evening  of 
swimming.  Although  the  Fighting  Irish 
team  is  the  champion,  repercussions  have 
alread)  been  heard  from  various  sources 
and  it  is  quite  evident  a  rematch  will  be 
arranged  within  the  near  future.  This 
race  really  can  be  made  one  of  the  out- 
standing events  on  the  athletic  calendar. 

It  is  in  order  now  to  thank  the  Captains

They  did,  and  got  it — for 
there  was  Perry  Askam,  who  has  sung  in 
all  the  better  deserts  everywhere,  and  the 
boys  had  some  more  favorites,  including 
the  Desert  Song  —  very  appropriate  — 
made  the  boys  thirsty.

How 
often  have  you  read  about  youngsters  en- 
gaged in  playful  antics  in  an  attic  where 
the  cobwebs  and  dust  had  been  allowed 
to  accumulate  over  the  years  digging  up 
things  of  value  from  the  antique  stand- 
point. Well,  from  a  sports  angle — minus 
the  cobwebs  and  dust — the  writer  by  ac- 
cident happened  to  run  across  what  had 
the  earmarks  of  a  yarn  which  he  thought 
might  be  of  interest  to  new  as  well  as  old- 
time  Olympians  whilst  thumbing  through 
some  old  books  gracing  the  shelves  of  the 
library  of  the  City  Club. 

It  concerns  the  Kreling  family.  The 
name  "Kreling"  for  many  decades  has 
been  connected  with  things  Olympian. 
Wrestlers,  boxers,  baseball  players,  swim- 
mers and  even  a  minstrel  king  helped  to

make  the  name  well  known  not  only  to 
members  of  The  Olympic  Club  but  to  the 
people  in  the  outside  world  as  well. 

Two  of  the  clan  still  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  keeping  the  name  before  the 
public — "Tiv"  and  "Matt" — christened 
Charles  and  Martin  Kreling.  At  one  time 
there  were  six  members  of  the  family 
wearing  the  Winged  0  emblem  in  the 
lapels  of  their  coats,  and  during  their 
heyday  there  was  much  rivalry  between 
the  Kreling  clan  and  the  well  known  Fay 
clan,  as  the  Fay  brothers  also  were  nu- 
merous and  quite  active  in  things  athletic. 
(  Thumbnail  sketch  of  the  Fays  will  ap- 
pear in  a  later  edition  of  The  Olympian.) 

Of  course,  present  day  Olympians 
probably  know  Tiv  better  than  any  of  the 
other  brothers,  as  despite  his  age  he  still 
is  quite  an  athlete.  Hiking  over  trails  and 
playing  golf  twice  weekly,  swimming  in 


the  Roman  plunge,  keep  him  in  good 
physical  shape.  Acting  as  a  judge  at  ama- 
teur boxing  bouts  also  serves  to  keep  him 
in  the  public  eye.  But  it  undoubtedly  is 
due  to  his  early  athletic  training  that  Tiv 
today  is  active,  agile  and  spry. 

In  his  youth  Tiv  was  a  champion  wres- 
tler and  in  the  relic  room  many  trophies 
recline  on  the  shelves  as  proof  that  he 
knew  how  to  pin  shoulders  of  opponents 
to  the  mat.  Even  as  far  back  as  1897 — 
that's  half  a  century  in  any  athlete's 
scrapbook — Tiv  captured  a  mat  title  by 
defeating  Herbert  Greenland,  a  star  grap- 
pler,  in  a  catch-as-catch-can  match. 

His  trilbies  have  rambled  over  the  fa- 
mous Dipsea  Trail  for  over  forty  years, 
and  during  the  Yukon  gold  rush  he 
tramped  along  with  thousands  of  other 
hardy  prospectors  in  search  of  the  pre-

^  Two  new  champions  were  crowned 
Avhile  two  retained  their  titles  when  the 
Club  sponsored  four  Pacific  Association 
senior  men's  swimming  and  diving  cham- 
pionships in  the  club  pool  March  14. 

The  first  title  at  stake  was  the  10-foot 
diving  and  this  unseated  the  defending 
champion,  Jack  Lavery.  Jack,  a  member 
of  the  Club,  but  who  is  attending  the 
University  of  California,  has  to  represent 
his  school.  The  new  titleholder  is  Joe 
Marino,  a  youngster  who  has  been  com- 
ing along  slowly  but  steadily  the  past  two 
years.  Joe  represents  The  Olympic  Club. 
Third  place  went  to  John  McCormack  of 
the  Winged  0.  John  is  the  Far  Western 
10-foot  diving  champion,  but  on  this 
night  he  was  off  form  and  had  to  bow  to 
the  more  consistent  performers. 

Next  in  line  came  the  200-yard  breast- 
stroke.  In  this  titular  tilt,  Don  Hester  of 
Stanford,  swimming  unattached,  took  first 
with  ease,  therebv  retaining  his  crown 
he  won  here  in  the  same  event  last  year. 
Second  place  went  to  the  former  P.  A. 
champion,  Leland  Arth,  of  the  University 
of  California.  Third,  to  Waldo  Cook  of 
the  Sun  Valley  Swim  Club.  The  time  of 
2:31.2  is  exceptionally  good,  but  not 
enough  to  touch  Emmet  Cashin's  tank 
record  of  2:27. 

The  1.50-yard  backstroke  champion- 
ship was  a  sight  to  behold.  The  first  heat 
of  this  event  saw  Allen  Weeden  break  the 
tank  record  and  set  a  new  P.A.  mark  for 
the  distance.  Allen  swam  1 :36.5.  The  old 
tank  record  stood  at  1:40.8  under  Ray 
Taft's  name.  This  was  also  listed  as  a 
P.  A.  championship  being  held  jointly  by 
Taft  and  Jack  Weeden,  a  brother  to  Allen. 
The  next  heat  brother  Jack  stepped  in  and 
won  in  1 :41. 

In  the  finals  Jack  set  out  with  a  deter- 
mination that  left  Allen  about  a  body 
length  behind  by  the  time  they  had 
reached  60  yards.  From  there  on  Allen 
picked  up.  At  the  last  turn  Allen  was  only 
a  yard  behind.  Both  sprinted,  which 
lirought  the  crowd  to  its  feet.  Allen  won 
by  an  inch.  The  time  was  1:39.2.  Third 
place  went  to  Dale  Webster  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

The  closing  event  of  the  evening  took 
the  prize,  the  220-yard  freestyle.  Fred

New  Aviation  Program 
For  Veterans  Offers 
Permanent  Shore  Duty 

Permanent  shore  duty  and  living  at 
home,  together  with  all  Navy  benefits, 
are  features  of  the  new  aviation  program 
now  operating  at  the  Oakland  Airport. 

Designed  especially  for  veterans,  the 
Naval  Reserve  program  is  accepting  for- 
mer members  of  the  Navy,  Marines, 
Coast  Guard  and  Army  for  part  or 
full-time  training.  Known  as  "station 
keepers,"  these  reserves  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Regular  Navy,  but  are 
not  subject  to  transfer  or  sea  duty. 

The  Naval  Air  Station,  Oakland,  Cali- 
fornia, with  Captain  James  E.  Baker, 
USN,  as  Commanding  Officer,  has  been 
designated  as  one  of  the  twenty-one  units 
of  the  Naval  Air  Reserve  Training  Com- 
mand. The  Reserve  Program  has  recently 
returned  to  the  Oakland  Airport  from 
Livermore,  California. 

MANY  FULL-TIME  JOBS 

There  are  a  total  of  thirty  full-time 
jobs  for  officers  in  the  Reserve  Program 
and  437  full-time  billets  for  enlisted  men, 
many  of  them  still  open.  Yeomen,  store- 
keepers, aviation  mechanics,  parachute 
riggers,  radiomen,  pharmacist's  mates, 
and  aviation  ratings  are  being  sought 
at  present.  Many  may  go  on  active  duty  at 
any  time  until  the  complement  is  filled. 

The  purpose  of  the  Naval  Reserve  is 
to  provide  a  force  of  qualified  officers 
and  enlisted  men  who  are  available  for 
immediate  mobilization  in  the  event  of 
national  emergency,  and  who  together 
with  the  active  and  retired  personnel 
of  the  Regular  Navy  can  effectively 
meet  the  need  of  the  expanding  Naval 
establishment. 

A  station  keeper  serves  no  definite 
period  of  active  duty.  He  remains  on 
duty  as  long  as  he  desires,  and  may  be 
released  at  any  time  at  his  own  request. 
Retirement  pay  comes  when  he  has  com- 
pleted the  required  time. 

700  PART-TIME  JOBS 

For  the  men  who  don't  want  full-time 
jobs  as  station  keepers,  there  are  about 
700  part-time  jobs  for  enlisted  men  in 
the  Organized  and  Volunteer  Reserve. 
These  groups  serve  to  keep  veterans  in- 
formed of  new  ideas  in  Navy  planning, 
and  refreshed  in  the  skills  they  gained 
while  on  active  duty. 

Enlisted  men  in  the  Organized  Reserve 
attend  four  drill  periods  a  month,  usually 
on  week-ends,  and  are  paid  a  day's  pay 


for  each  drill  attended.  A  two  weeks' 
active-duty  period,  or  "cruise,"  will  also 
be  held  next  year,  for  which  men  will 
receive  full  pay  and  allowances.  Billets 
are  available  in  all  rates  in  the  Organized 
Reserve. 

The  Volunteer  Reserve  fills  the  gaps 
in  the  Organized  Reserve  ranks.  Men 
may  attend  drill  periods  at  their  own 
discretion  and  catch  up  on  recent  Navy 
developments,  but  they  will  not  receive 
pay. 

The  Navy  does  not  intend  to  let  its 
hot  pilots  cool  off  either.  Four  Reserve 
aviation  groups  are  now  in  operation  at 
the  Oakland  station,  and  at  least  one 
more  group  will  be  activated  in  the  near 


future.  At  the  present  time  there  are  two 
small  carrier  groups  (  CVE  I .  one  large 
carrier  group  (  CV  ) ,  a  patrol-bombing 
squadron  and  an  80-plane  Carrier  Air- 
craft Service  Unit,  manned  entirely  by 
Reserve  Aviation  officers  and  men. 

FLYERS  KEEP  IN  TRAINING 

All  the  flyers  are  combat  veterans  and 
have  an  excellent  chance  to  maintain 
their  proficiency  by  flying  the  combat- 
type  planes  which  are  available  for  their 
use.  The  pilots  also  attend  four  drill 
periods  a  month,  for  which  they  receive 
a  day's  base  and  flight  pay  for  each  drill. 
They  will  also  participate  in  the  two 
weeks'  active-duty  period  every  year.

Rosemarie  Brancata, 
and  a  new  personality  to  Western  light 
opera  fans.  Oscar  Karlweis. 

"Song  of  Norway'"  is  set  to  open  May 
19  and  this  will  be  a  gala  homecoming  for 
the  glorious  operetta  which  was  created 
for  the  association  in  1944  and  has  now 
become  an  international  classic.  New 
York,  London,  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and 
Boston  humbly  bowed  to  its  glory.  There 
is  a  bit  of  Olympiana  in  it  also,  for  Homer 
Curran  wrote  it  and  among  the  backers 
who  sent  it  on  its  way  to  fame  are  the 
Wobber  brothers.

Louis  Calhern  ends  his  run  at  the 
Geary  in  "The  Magnificent  Yankee"  on 
the  12th.  Calhern,  whose  recent  stage 
roles  include  Father  Day  in  "Life  With 
Father"  and  the  anachronistic  Polish  of- 
ficer of  "Jacobowsky  and  the  Colonel," 
received  four  awards  for  the  finest  per- 
formance of  the  season  while  playing  on 
Broadway  in  "The  Magnificent  Yankee." 

April  13  the  Geary  opens  its  stage  door 
to  welcome  Harry  Blackstone,  the  "BIG" 
in  the  world  of  magic.

cious  yellow  metal  reposing  in  auriferous 
gravel  deposits  of  Alaska. 

One  never  would  think  that  Matt 
Kreling  was  a  great  burnt  cork  stage 
artist  in  his  youth.  His  portly  frame  now- 
adays belies  the  spring  that  he  had  in  his 
step  and  the  minstrel  type  of  jokes  he 
sprung  behind  the  footlights  when  he 
was  hailed  as  a  "second  Lou  Dock- 
stadter."

A 
youth  named  Martin  Kreling  has  all  the 
actions  and  poise  of  a  veteran  and  some 
day  promises  to  rank  with  that  popular 
and  eifervescent  Lou  Dockstadter." 

And  there  you  have  a  side  light  on  this 
member  of  the  clan.  Too  bad  that  Matt 
didn't  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Prim- 
rose, West,  Dockstadter  and  the  rest  of 
the  minstrel  kings. 

Another  laughable  episode  in  the  life 
of  the  Krelings  was  in  connection  with  the 
identical  twins — Willie  and  Jack — who 
were  clever  with  their  dukes.  Jack  tipped 
the  beam  at  113  and  Willie  weighed  128. 
Alec  Greggains,  one  of  the  old-time  box- 
ers and  later  promoter  of  ring  settos,  had 
matched  Jack  to  meet  Jack  Kelly  in  a 
four-rounder.  Jack  Kreling  weighed-in, 
but  when  the  gong  sounded  his  heavier 
brother  Willie  was  in  the  opposite  corner 
from  Kelly.  The  latter  took  a  fearful 
lacing  and  when  Greggains  found  out 
about  the  substitution,  he  made  one  of 
the  Krelings  keep  his  hair  cut  short  in 
order  to  tell  who  was  who  when  he  made 
future  matches  where  the  twins  were  con- 
cerned. 

In  baseball  two  of  the  boys  also  scintil- 
lated. B.  Kreling  was  a  nifty  twirler, 
while  Jack  was  a  tycoon  in  the  outfield. 
These  are  but  a  few  of  the  yarns  extracted 
from  the  files  of  yesteryear.  However, 
they  just  go  to  prove  that  you  never  know 
what  you're  going  to  unearth  when  you 
dig  up  a  family's  history.

Paralleling  the  Navy's  program  is  the 
Marine  Corps  Reserve,  which  also  has 
an  Organized  Reserve  group  at  the  Oak- 
land station.  It  consists  of  45  pilots,  12 
ground  officers  and  164  enlisted  men  who 
participate  in  drill  periods  the  same  as 
the  Naval  Reserve.  In  addition,  there  are 
18  full-time  jobs  as  Marine  station  keep- 
ers. The  Marine  Reserve  is  headed  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Milo  G.  Haines, 
USMC. 

The  Reserve  Training  Program  offers 
many  diversified  opportunities  to  Naval 
and  Marine  Corps  veterans,  both  officers 
and  enlisted  men.  By  utilizing  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Oakland, 
and  with  a  little  home  study,  they  will 
benefit  themselves  to  an  extent  compa- 
rable to  a  full-time  attendance  at  a  regu- 
lar school. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Navy  that  the 
proficiency,  knowledge  and  experience 
gained  by  Naval  Aviation  personnel  at 
such  a  huge  cost  shall  not  be  lost.  No 
greater  economy  in  national  security  can 
possibly  be  achieved  than  in  preserving 
the  hundreds  of  millions  which  have 
already  been  spent  on  training. 

The  Naval  Reserve  Program  is  one 
which  might  well  be  the  decisive  factor 
in  saving  this  nation  in  future  emergency, 
but  a  program  which  can  be  fulfilled  at 
a  comparatively  insignificant  cost  for  the 
value  received.
